Shade trees are in a sorry state 
hi HMny areas of Virginia as a re- 
sult of several years ^ drwth. 

8. B. Fenne. plant path<aogist at 
VPI. says there is Immediate con- 
cern about the Inovased suscepti- 
Ulity of depressed shade trees to 
p^lttks fungi and other pests 
airoi^ do not usually attack trees 
in vlgm-ous health. 

He has several stvgestlons for 
pre^mting disease in shade trees, 
and for tr^ting mUdly diseased 
trees. 

Remove dead limbs, cutting back 
to Uve wood. Mak the finishing 
cuts Knooth aid i^tlnt the larger 
cut surfaces ' with asphalt paint. 
A good wound dressing dls-infects 
the wound, seals it against'invasion 
by wood-rotUng fungi, and aids 
healu^. 

Inspect the trunk and main 
limbs 4or abnormalities such as 
sloughing bark, conks of bracket 
fungi, burls cs pod:ets of wood 
rot. If rots ai% found, the treat- 
ment will depaid on their extent. 
Small rotted zones can be chiseled 
out, talng (»re to cvf down to 
clean, healthy wcod and leaving 
cut surfaces smooth. Pockets that 
will collect water should : be re- 
formed by further cutting to per- 
mit complete drainage. Finish by 
pamthtg the wound with asphalt 
dressing. Lai^ rotted zcmes pre- 
sent a more serious problem, be- 
cause removing much wocd may 
so weaken the tree that it will 
break. Such operations are (tften 
best <kine t^ reputable firms spe- 
ctelMng in this work. 

Feed and water the tree by nsne 
method appropriate to the sitoa- 
tlon. The following method is g<^ 
in many locaticms: 

BulM a circular dik« of soil ar- 
ound the tree high enough to hold 
water fotnr inches deep in the ba- 
sin. The diameter of the l^i^rtn 
sh(Hda equai that of tiie drnde 
caiK3|>y of the trw.

From Canada Begins 



Dangers of Darkness Stressed On AAA Poster 



Mas< migration erf waterfowl from 
western Canada has begun and in- 
dkatioos ara th|t the final exodus 
is imminent. .... General mignitJ<m 
in AlberU and Saskatchewan started 
Octc^r 2S aad the date saw a mass 
swtbward movoneiM of ducks ftwn 
the vast Saskatchewan River Delta of 
northern Mantoim. 

Reporting dw great annual trek by 
waterfowl, the November issue of the 
Ducks Unlimited "Duckological" stri- 
kes a note of warning. Chief Natura- 
list Bert rarlwrighl points out "Wea"- 
dier forecast! (October 29) indicate 
a warming trend over the west .... 
May bait the mass movement, but 
past experience indicates final exodus 
imminent." 

Migratory oonditioHs arrived In Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan River Delta 
(TTie Pas MiJ»iies) area, a hard freeze 
sealed marshes and ground was cover- 
ed to an average depth of one inch. 
From Brandon, Manitoba, west to the 



Rockies, snow coven "the ground to 
depths up to six inches. There is no 
snow and waten arc (^eej^ southern 
Manitoba. In that area, ste^y mira- 
tion goes on while thMisands of 
northern birds pour in. 

Wfien the great mass of ducks 
moved out of the Saskatchewan River 
Delta on Octt^r 28. Canada Geese, 
some Mallards and Baldpate remained 
behind. These birds are concentrating 
on still-open rivers. The mass which 
did move south have piled up in huge 
i«fts on Manitoba's big lakes— Win- 
nipegxMis. Manitoba and Winnipeg. 
Stubbling flights over a wide region 
have been spectaular. 

Considering the often spectacular 
mlgititory action of the past few 
days. Cartwright conchides. "The 
wind-up (fjhal. exdus) will sec the 
cloiM of the most bountiful duck' pro- 
duction in recent history."

The State Highway Department 
said today that although a r^wrt 
•on a study of the 1,000-mile in- 
terettate road system to Vii^inia 
Is due December 1, the final loca- 
tions for those routes will not be 
(tedded at that tbne. 

"Delivery of the report by con- 
sulting engineers who sre work- 
ing cm j|todies for the general 
locattons of the intereiAate routes 
to the state will not mean that the 
tocAHoM for these rp^ds will be 
fixed at that time," Is spokesman 
for the Department said. " 

Instead, he added, the conmih- 
snt's report will from the bases for 
surveys and studies necessary for 
detailed locations. Final Ij:}cations 
for the interestete routes will be 
selected as surveys and plans are 
prepared for conatruction projecte 
on these routes. 

"In many instances, as long as 
18 'mcmths is necessary for the 
ctmipletion of necessary prelimi- 
nary studies and surveys Ibr high- 
way projecte," he steted. 

The Federal-Aid Highway Act 
which became effective last July 
1 was directed primarily at deve- 
loping the toterstate highway net- 
work throughout the nation. Work 
and planning now undar way on 
these rtWMls to Virginia conforms 
with the provision of the act which 
requires that standards shall be 
adequate to aooommodate typ» 
and volumes of uraffic anticipated 
in 1OT5. 

AH totemtete highways in Vir- 
ginlt will be built as multiple-lane, 
controUed-access facilities on 
rl^hte of way ranging from 150 to 
300 feet. Etartog the 13 years en- 
visioned by the federal program, 
Virginia is expected to receive 
about 1800,000.000 to be used to 



rebuild the interstete roads. In- 
creases also were provided in other 
types of fed^al-aid funds — pri- 
mary. seeandary, and urban. 

Engineers for the Department 
said plana will be prepared for re- 
building long sections of ttie var- 
ious interstete routes and construc- 
tion projects will be put under way 
as funds arc allocated by the Hligh- 
way Ojmmision. In^ accordance 
with the federal act, public hear- 
ings will be hekl as improv«nente 
are planned. 
Interstete routes in Virginia are: 
Routes 1 and 350 (Shirley^ High- 
way) from Washington, D. C. to 
the North Carolina line; Route 
301 from Petersburg to the North 
Carolina line; Routes 250, 60. 188 
and the Norfolk bypass, from 
Staunton to Bowers Hill; Routes 
11 and 100; Routes 50, 29-211 and 
55 from the DistriOt of ^0>IumMa 
Una to Route ll near Strasburg; 
Route 60 from US 11 at Lexington 
to the West Vii^lnia line; bypasses 
and feeder roads in the Fairfax, 
Richmond, Norfolk, Portsmouth, 
Roanoke, ami Bristol area^.

As many of you know, there is 
quite a drive on by the Home Safe-* 
ty Conference of the National Safe- 
ty Council on Hoqm Safety. Two 
y^fs ago Princess Anne County 
was one of the top ten Counties in 
Virginia in number cf accidents. 
Though now it has msved out of 
that top ten. it Is StiM in tlw top 
fifteen. Many efforts are being 
made by various groups to call 
attention to 'those things which 
contribute to hcane hazards. In 
this article falls wiU be discussed 
since it is the number one hazard 
and the Ncvember topic of the 
National Safety Council. 

Most falls can be prevented by 
volunteer Individual t>e'havior. Falls 
occur from running up and down 
stairs, using make shift ladders, 
failiiig to wipe up spilled liquids, 
rushing curound unnecessau-ly, or 
over looking small objects on the 
floor. 

Steps and stairs are involved in 
35 per cent of fall injuries. Points 
to be consi(tered here are the pitch 
and angle of the stairs, as well as 

the fact that they are often v ery [pa red by Kitty James, progrwn 
pewiy-ligh^.

Another 
cause of falls are rugs j^lace^ 
either at the top <»- the bottom cf 
steps. These sl^ and cour^. cause 
the per^m to fall. Many times 
steps are broten or loose and this 
toes without saying that they 
should be repaired. 

Another source' of falls is the 
habit of some peopte to grab the 
nearest article to stand on when 
doing a Job which needs to h*i^ 
a ladder. Not only is it important 
tp have a la dder but it is import- 
ant t3 use it properly, which means 
that it should be lined at the ccn-* 
rect angle and should stand <»i a 
firm footit^ gnd fit so that 1^ 
cannot slip. 

When watej* oi' gr^uw is spilled 
on the floor, it only reguires a few 
s^onds to wipe It -up vltere w • 
few mcnths may be required to 
heal broken bone. Small rugp 
should either have slip proof backs 
or else should be secured. 

Whereas in our area we do not 
often have ice or snow, yet each 
time that we do, usually there is 
one or more accidents . frofn falls. 
Sand or salt plaped on steps and 
walks can prevent most of thes« 
falls. It Is a H«ry good idea fc^ 
people who are elderly to not ven% 
ture out when the going is toa 
slippo-s. Let's remim^ber that "falto 
hurt - be alert!"

On tlie first Thanksgiving in 
1621, the Pilgrims gave thanks for 
the food that had tided, tl^m over 
the pas^ winter. And, they gave 
thanks fsr the boxmtiful harvest 
whieh-wotild provide them with 
food for the coming winter. 

Highlight of tite modem 
Thanksgiving Day dinner is the 
glamorous turkey that graces the 
table. IVxiay I want to give you 
a procedure far roAatlz« your tur- 
key so it will c<une out of the 
oven Just aa gkunorous and tasty 
aa you hoped it would. 

If a tuttey isn't properly pro- 
tected, it can lose as much as one- 
third of its weight in the oven. TO 
cut down on shrinkage, and at 
the same time add matchless 
flavor, I suggest you try my butter- 
baking method. 

The turkey should be moisl with 
butter all the while it's roasting. 
It's important too to roaft your 
turkey at a low temperature — 
never higher thftn'92S°. Roasting 
at low temperature conserves Juices 
and minimizes drying out. Mean- 
while butter not only adds good 
flavor but it also seals in Juices 
and creates a ttmpting golden-f 
brown color. i ,. 

When you buy your turkey,

This may be aa much as 
S pounds under ^UBXt we^ht. You 
will need % pound of butter for 
roasting and basting the tuitey 
and y% pound of butter for stufftng. 

Here is the st^ kn method for' 
butter roasting your turkey. 

Ftr^, stuff and truaa Mub bird. 
This is the recipe for the rtuffing 
for a 18 pmind tuilcey. Use two 
large loaves of four-day old bread. 
Cube bread into y% inch cubes. 
Toast in ovm. Saute ^ cup minced 
onion in 4 tablespoons butter until 
soft, not brown. To the bread 
cubes' add onions, % cup melted 
iHitter, Vi teaspoon pepper, y^ 
teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon poultry 
seasoning. Mix. 

FiU the turkey loosely with this 
stuffing. lUin akenwn <« stuffing 
nails through flesh on both sides 
of opening. Laoe with strong, clean 
cord. Close neck opening by pull- 
ing neck skin to back and fastening 
to bacbone with sewer. Pull legs 
high, bind U^ether. Bring cord 
down around sides to keep wigs 
close to body. Or, if tlure is a 
bridge of skin at abdominal open- 
ing, push drumsticks underneath 
this bridge. It will hold them down 
without skewers and cord. EUuipe 
wings "akimbo" style uid bring 
wing tips onto the back. 

The second step is to tmtter the 
bird. Soften the butter, "n^n 
sprMid it over the entire mrkey, 
especially on top of the drumsticks, 
breast, and wings. This iglves a 
protective coating of butter from 
the start. Now place the turkey 
on a rack in a shallow pan, breast 
side up. 

For the Uiird step, dip a moist 
cheesecloth in melted butter. 
Drape the cloth over the bird. 
Arrange the eloth so the bnlny is 
entirely covered. The butto: on 
the cheesecloth bastes Uie toirkey. 
By preventing sljjinkace, the but- 
ter gives you more meat to serve. 

The fourth alep is to bru^ fiw- 
guently with melted butter during 
routing. Arush the butter right 
ov«r the cheesecloth. Dq not cover 
the roaating pan or ii0d. water. 
Alw, do not puncture the tork^ 
wtth a forte to see if it is done 
because this causes loss of juice.

health" Dr. Ivey added. 

The Regional Mental Health 
prcHiram was initiated at the 
Southern Governors' Conference of 
1«6S at Hot brings, Virginia. TWs 
Conference asked the SiR£S to 
undertake a study of the South's 
lesources and potentials in mental 
health training and r^earch acti- 
vities. - 

Itw findings of this survey were 
reported to the Southern Gover- 
nors' Conference tihe following 
year. Major points that came out 
of the study were: mental dlsorr 
dei\ are a growing burden upon 
tlw states; tlw stat^ must have 
more trained persoimel in mental 
heahh programs; and the states 
need more knowledge. 

To deal Witt) th«ie broad pro- 
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t^kms the re«lon-wide study pro- 
poned to the governors that a Re- 
gitmal council on Mental Health 
lYaining and Research be esta- 
blished. 

I'he Council has been working 
with the SREB for a year in or- 
ganising the mental health pro- 
gram, securing staff, and holding 
conferences on several of the ma- 
jor professions concerned In state 
and local mental health programs. 

Mr. William J. McOlothlln, As- 
sociate Dirtctbr of the SR£B. has 
been serving as acting director of. 
the menial health program. Staff 
members, a.s of January 1, will be 
Dr. Paul Pennlngroth mental 
health a.s80ciate, and Mi%. Mary 
Howard Smith, mental heaith as- 
sistant. One other staff member 
wJU be secured. Dr. Ivey said. 

Dr. Bloomber? is a graduate of 
Harvard Medical School. He re- 
ceived his graduate training at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
and the Bo.ston Psychopathic Hos- 
pital. K: also attended the Univer- 
sity of Halle in Germany. 

In addition to his position at the 
Veterans' Hospital. Dr. Bloomberg 
l8_aSiio ciat c prof e ss or of neurology 
and psychiatry at the Boston Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. He has 
been visiting professor of psychi- 
atry at the University of Califor- 
nia; served as neuropsychlairic 
consultant. First Service Command, 
during World War II: and has 
worked with numerous hospitals, 
penal institutions, and universities 
as consultant in psychiatry and 
neurology. 

Dr. Blo(Mnberi was born In Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., is married, and has one 
daug-hter. He Is a Fellow of the 
American Psychiatric Association; 
a member of the Group for Ad- 
vamsement of Psychiatry; and has

Zany CinemaScope Romance 



The Crippled Children's Ho!»pl- 
tal - dedicated to the free treat- 
ment ol crinkled and hendtcam>ed 
children whotse parents are unable 
to pay for pr|kinged medical ser- 
vice* - held Its annual "Dona- 
tion Day"' on Nov«nber 20th. The 
120-bed hospital, located in Rich- 
mond, serves the entire state. Its 
approximately 400 pa*lente per 
year come frwa practically every 
city und cqMnty thoughout Vir- 
ginia. 

The objectives of the hospital 
ere to remove completely, or at 
least redtice to a minimum, the 
handicap of wch crippled child 
and - during the child's prolonged 
fttuy in the hospitAl - to contribute 
to its educational, social and non- 
eectarian spiritual needs. Upon 
leaving the hospital each child U 
generally able to take his or her 
place In study, play and compan- 
ion<ihip with normal children and 
thusly grow naturally into a uae-" 
ful and self-sufficient adulthood. 
S<wne of the accomplishments of 
the hospital during the past year 
Include over 90,000 days of hos- 
pitalization, 512 operations. 570 
plaster casts applied, 1487 x-ray 
treatments, 743 dental treatments 
and over 6,000 physical therapy 
treatments. All of these services 
were without cost to the chUdren 
or their parents.

prescrilxd hy oilhopedic surgeons. 
These shoes have been costing th« 
VA frtun $45 to $100 per pah- and 
sometimes the veteran has had to 
wail as long as 6 months for a bad» 
ly needed new pair. 

A new system is being put into 
effect which will save about $12 
per pair and will <;ut down the 
waiting period to between 30 and 
45 days. The new procedure cen- 
traliras the orthopedic section in 
New York, where individual lasts 
end patterns are stored, and frcmt 
which orders can be promptly 
made up by private shoe nuking 
specialists. 

Recalling the case of the boy 
with feet badly detom^d by a 
land mine, wlw wtiited until his 
shoes were almost gone before ask- 
ing for a new pair, and who then 
waited for mont^ until the shoes 
an-ived. I was gratified to learn 
that old shoes can now be prompt- 
ly repaired. Since many of us like 
old hats and old shoes best, a 
quick rekisting, and refinlshhig 
j^ - practically a new pah- of 
shoes, should turn out to be quite 
satisfactory.

Rcsearchn-s at Vi^ Agricultural 
Experiment Station, along wi^ 
those in several other states, are 
testing seveiai varieties of "creep- 
ing" alfalfa, which ttey hope may 
help replenish stands which are 
thlm^ by adverse climatic, soil, 
an4 disease factors. 

Hiese^^K^idiag alfalfas an hf- 
ing evaluated for thcbr reaction to 
dbNsca, productivity^, survival 
when grown with grass, quality, 
hardiness, ani tulaptablUty — as 
well as effectiveness in spieading 
and persisbmii^ untter graxiag. 

None of^^e pmoit types of 
spr^ding anUfa are productive 
enough for wide adivtton, so scien- 
tists are crossing them with smne 
cf the outstandlr^ hay alfalfas. 
The main objective is to mid 
spreading ability to the best of 
the hay types that have good re- 
sistance to diseases and insects. 

The res^ut^ with the ciaeping 
alfalfas in the various states Is 
under the direction of agrtmomists 
at the USDA Agricultural Re- 
search Center, BeltsvlUe, Md.

Per- 
haps the biggest advanti^e is that 
It makes the use of carefully select- 
ed proved sires possible in tbe 
8maU»t. or largest, herds at .a 
price the dairyman can afford 
to pay. The bulls in the artificial 
breeding center have already sired 
high producing daughters, and 
they're known to be good. By tte 
time a dab^man finds out for him- 
self whether or not his l>ull is any 
good, be has lost three <x four 
year*.

ture <rf rye and barl^. 



Q - Are trench sUos reducing the 
cost tii pitting up silage? 

A - Yes! llM initial cost of a 
tren<^ silo is nuich tern than 4hi^ 
of an upright silo. And ttey re- 
quire less labcr and cquipmimt. 
Plans for trench silM are available 
Uutnigh tbe offlce of your county 
agent. 



Q - Can I grace or cut for hay 
my alfalfa after frost? 

A - Alfalfa can be grased after 
frost, but leave enou^ growth to 
protect the crowns throagh the 
winter. If you cut It, you can count 
on reduced yields neat year.

You will make 
contrlbutlcms during your working 
years to provide an income for 
youraelf and your family In case 
your earnings are cut off by old 
age, and for your famUy In caee 
of your death. If you aie employed, 
you and your «nployer sl»re the 
tax; If you are sflf -employed, you 
pay all of the tax. SiOf-empi^ed 
peraons have to file a report of 
self • aiy>U^i3Eient income along 
with tlwir Federal income tax re- 
turn. The rate of ttw wlf-employ- 
ment tax is three-fourths as much 
as the total tuc of employer ai^ 
onployee on the sMpe aaumnt Qt 
earning.

In an effort to head off infla- 
tion, the Federal Reserve Board 
has increase^ its bank-lending rate 
to its highest level in more than 
22 yews. Effective April 13, a 
Jump of 2>4 to 3 per cent in the 
discount rate for the Minneapolis 
and San Francisco Federal Re- 
serve banks was approved.

In his charges of 
Irregularities — when he also conceded the 
election to Representative Edward J, Robe- 
KM1 Mr. Henderson said he had sought to 
have U. S. District Attorney L Shields Par- 
sons investigate, but that Mr. Parsons de- 
clined to do so unless the complaints were 
accompanied by evidence. 
The election was #close one. The strength 



Mr. Henderson showed, after a vigorous 
campaign on his part and a mild one con- 
ducted by the Democratic incumbent, Mr. 
Robeson, was a genuine surprise — within 
about 1,100 votes ef winning. The First 
District is so heavily Democratic that often 
there is no Republican opposition. 

Absentee ballots have been a frequent 
source of political controversy in the South- 
side part of the district. But if only 50 of 
them showed up at Virginia Beach the 
chance of fraud there would appear slight. 
The board*chairmen's statement, in contra- 
diction of Mr. Henderson, that there are 
Republicans on the electoral boards and 
among the judges, would hardly be made 
if untrue. If there were none, a state law • 
would be violated. So, unless Mr. Hender- 
son can dig up some real evidence of mish- 
andling ballots, the chairmen's statement 
appears to have answered him. (From New-

' We now nel obUged te deal 
with Mn. Henderaon'a coou>laints 
of alleged Irregularities in the or- 
der listed and present to the pub- 
lic the true facts: / 

1. m one of the Norfolk news- 
papers of Wednesday, NovoiriMr 
Tth. 1956. In one place the vote 
for Congress in Princess Anne 
County was shown as 5624 (iu 
Henderson and 5966 for Robestm. 
In another tabulation on \.\m same 
page, the votM for Congress In 
Princess Anne County la listed as 
4306 for ^Henderson and 4811 for 
Robeson, but none of these fig- 
ures were oflcial and we do not 
known from what amiree the i>a- 
per secured this information. 

In an editorial In the same 
newspaper on Thursday, Novon- 
ber 15th, 1956. the official totel 
votes cast for Ctmg^»8 in Prin- 
cess Anne County was overstated 
by more than 20% and Robeaonlt 
majority received in Prlnceaa Anne 
Coun^ was underrated \xs more 
than 20%. fhia edM^lal appeared 
after t)he official cfinvaa had 
been made and putollUi^ in titat 
newspaper, "nie officm count 
showed that there were a total of 
9253 votes cast for presidential 
candidates and 9217 votes caM fos 
consressional candidates. Mr. Hen- 
derson had previously vtated that 
many more votes weee cast In 
Princess Anne C^Min^ ami Vir- 
ginia Beadb for tlw congressiwial 
candidates than for tlie presiden- 
tial candidates. Ttvt fact is that 
the contrary was true; M Jest 
votes were cut in the County and 
253 less votes tn Virginia Beach. 

2. The law prescribes the nima- 
ber of copies of the poU tax liai 
to be printed and posted at eat^ 
voting precinct, many months be- 
fore \ the el«;tlcn. The law does 
not provide that each camipaign 
worker be furnished with a poH 
tax llai by the County. Mr. Hen- 
derson knows that he could have 
copied the list from the Jmtdic 
required to be retained in ttaa 
Clerk's office. 

3. If Mr. Henderson knows of 
any election oflcial who wrongs 
fully refused to let a qualified 
person vote, he should have im- 
mediately notified the proper of- 
ficials of the Coimty. 

4. There were three times «s 
many votes cast at the Little cr- 
eek Precinct as were ever cast be- 
fore. A givat number of these peo- 
ple were new residents and were 
imaware that ttje Virginia law re- 
(lulred them &} present to the 
Judges a certificate of paid poll 
taxes, since their names did not 
appear on the riald tax records of 
the County, and they had to re- 
turn hmne for tbelr cffkjlal re- 
ceipts. Also, many service oeoole 
stood In line to vote only to dis- 
cover when they attemtited to wrte 
by active service affidavit withmrt 
rcitlrterlnir or navment of poD 
taxes that thev did n?t satisfy the 
residential requirements of the 
Virginia voting laws.

To Insure the proper conduct 
Of the electlim, the Oiunty fflM- 
toral Board held a meeting tf 
Judges and clerks the day hefore 
the election and i^ed detail in- 
structions as to the election laws. 
Itiey were Informed that the Ch- 
airman of the Electoral Board and 
the Commonweal^'s Attorney 
would be available throughout the 
day of election for consultation 
on any quMtlon which n^ght 
arise. 

While we can understand Mr. 
Henderson's keen disappointment 
in being defeated In a close elec- 
tion, we feel that a candidate for 
the responsible position of Con- 
gress of the United States should 
tleal in facts and not make irr^- 
ponsible statements and insimia- 
tlons which impugn the Integrity 
of the offlcikils of Princem Anne 
County and the Cl^ of Vlivinia 
Beach who are chargied with the 
duty of conducting elections and 
enforcing the election laws.

Th? vay to remove oW palrit, 
vuTiish and idieltac is with the 
speciflc remover for such finishes, 
he explained, paint remover, var- 
nish remover or shellac ronover. 

In using ^e remover, he Inst- 
nutted, "flow it on with a brush. 
It is most important to lei the 
piece stand for an^ie time so Qie 
properties of the remoiwr may do 
tlw w(»1c of softening and pene- 
trating. Then use more remover 
with a cut-off brush (half of br- 
istles cut away), and fine steel 
wool to remove the finish." 

The way to remove veneer, he 
said, is with a hot iron. "Use br- 
own paiwr so as not to ruin the 
Iron." 

After removing the old finish, 
the furniture must be flushed with 
a neutralizer or tl^e remover will 
continue to penetrate and raise 
the grain of tiie wood, he warned. 
Alcohol or a string soap solution 
are neutralidng agents. 

To bleach, use clorox, oxalic 
acid or commercial bleach and 
wash thoroughly after bteachbig" 
Sherman said. To put color back 
into the cteaned and fokaehed 
wood he miggested using one of 
three stahis — alcohol base, water 
base at oil stain. He also suggett- 
ed Mlnwax, a ccnnblnation stain 
and wax preparation as the easiest 
product to work with at home. 

Wax is used only on soft woods 
such as pine and pt^mlar, Sher- 
man told the eltd)women. "Shoe 
polish is one of the best grades of
